ao In 1946, the so-called "Moctors' Trade Union" was inaugurated and the 
ilungarian doctors were told that this would be the new version of the pre= 
war ilungarian Medical Association, It was not necessary to belong to any 
party in order to join the new group. However, the chief=secretary of this 
organization, Emil icil,was an ardent Communist; and the state secretary at 
the ‘linistry of .elfare, where medical questions wore handicd, Janos Vikol, 
was also a Communist. : 


be By the beginning of 1917, every position was filled by those doctors who 
hac entered the party or else were in sympathy with it. The heads of the 
universities! clinics were chosen from this group. However, it was still 
possible for patients, if they could afford it, to have special mecical 
treatuent from private coctors. 


Go In 197, all the health institutes and sociel insurance institutes were 
nationalised and incorporated into the OTI (Crszaros Tarsadalom Mistosit 
Intezet), This did not appear to mean much at first, but gradually it 
became evident that the OTT appointed the doctors to the hospitals throurh- 
out the entire country, The workers of a factory, a store, or a ministry 
were only allowed to go to the doctor appointed in the district where they 
lived and annual medical feces were automatically deducted from their salaries. 
they could go to another doctor, if they paid him separately. This system 
served tivo purposes. In the first place, the doctors were controlled, and 
they carncd a fixcd salary. Secondly, each patient would have a file, 
therefore if the party, the police, or the amy needed any information 
about an individual, the district doctor would be able to supply them with 
it in detail. 
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2. Jospitals 
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this system has resulted in the nationalization of almost all the doctors 
and with them all the hospitals, and the medical profession has been gradu- 
ally drarm into the Party. ‘Those who could avoid membership in the Commu- 
nist Party have to be experts and very much needed by the Party. fovever, 
all doctors are required to attend seminars and learn the Russian languare. 


In 19u5 a gurvey was made of the hospitals and reconstruction was promised 
to many of therm.

a, In August 199, the whole medical program was reformed with great rapidity. 
The doctors were urged to form brigades for better work in both research 
and attendance. The first such brigade was organized by Dr. Sandor Planm, 
of the Rokus hospital in 3udapest; this brigade was named after the great 
fussian dector Eck. The members of this brigade promised to learn the 
Russian languase in the shortest possible time. 


b. Further brigades were organized and some of their membors went to the Soviet 
_ Union to further their medical tmowledge. 


Riced banks 


In October 1949, some doctors returned from the Sovict Union and ‘proposed to 
Vikol and Jeil that blood donor stations should be orgenized systematically in 
the various toms of Hungary. Since very fow peonle prestntcd themselves ; 

Urs. Szaxasits, wife of the president of Ilungary, promised a gold medal to 
those who gave blood, and at the sane time the Communist Party secretaries 

in the various plants and enterprises urged the Ilunfarians to give blood. The 
first successful station was at Szombathely, at the !“litar; ilospital, already 
under Russian controls; the second station vas in Ducapost, Jeroczy ut; the 

thire at the Clinic of Debrecen, and the fourth at the clinic of Pees. Infoma-= 
tion fron the donors was that either the doctor, or the nurse, or the clerk was 
Russian. 


Nursing 


In the meantime, the nurses were gracually called and indoctrinated with Comu- 
nist ideas; they had to finish the Communist seminars and learn the 2ussian 
words essential for communicating with Russian doctors. Such an ideological 
school was established at Szeged; its director was Piroska Ordogh, a former 
worker at the Szeged Shoe Manufacturing Company. Further nurses’ schools were 
organized under the directorship of Istvan Casvari: Budapest Hieronimi ut 26 ; 
and ‘tunkacsy utca 193 at Szeped, Debrecen, Saékesfchérvar, Sopron, Szombathely, 
Hodnezo Vasérhely, and Békéscsaba, [mphasis is placed on war diseases, surgery, 
and the Russian language. These nurses were chosen from among the workers, 
who "volunteer" and then return to their ordinary jobs after completion of 
their studics, Mach year, they have to report for one month. 


Administration 


ae In October 199, a new Russian surgeon, accompanied by three young Russian 
assistants, arrived in Ducapest te take over the "Third Surgical Clinic", 
the ilinister of Uducation required the Uunrarian students to attend regularly 
the classes given by Prof. Petrovsky, as he taught war surgory, a subject 
which formerly had had no special chair at the University. 


b. At the beginning of July, Profcssor Fetrovsky mace a report to a comission 
made up of Janos Vikol, Imil .icil, Lt. Gencral CGeza Nevesz, and three 
high-raniting Mussian officers, The renort stated that there wore about 
1,000 surgeons who could be mobilized immediately. A list has been made 
of their names and they have been advised not to travel without first informing 
the "Doctors! Union" of their plans. Of this group, 250 have taken special 
courses on war surgery during the winter. There are about 2,000 general 
practitioners who would be immediately available. Also, the nursos!’ training 
schools had been placed under the control of Pro. Petrovsky and his Russian 
colleaguc, Prof, Zhapozhkov. There are about 5,000 nurses, but only a part 
of this number are working. This froup can ve mobilized irmediately, and 
had received its training in the last two years.
